WEST FRONT, Korea, Jan. 9— 
(JP)—Arm y intelligence sources to­ 
day reported a massive buildup of 
Chinese Red forces on the western 
sector of the Korean front. 
Elements of at least two C hi­ 
nese armies (corps) were reported 
in the area around Osan and near 
Kum yangjang about 12 to 15 miles 
southeast of Osan. 
The buildup was particularly 
heavy southeast of Osan 
where 
Allied patrols yesterday w-ere a t­ 
tacked by a Red company. 
The enemy buildup appeared to 
be planned for the strongest pos­ 
sible attack. 
There was little contact Tues­ 
day and only light patrol action 
because of a heavy snow. 
After several weeks of below 
freezing tem peratures the weather 
turned mild with the snow and 
changed roads into muddy quag­ 
mires. The snowstorm limited visi­ 
bility and sharply curtailed Allied 
air support. 
The snow added to the tortures 
of hundreds of thousands of refu­ 
gees streaming southw-ard. Ma ny , 
especially the old and the young, 
w-ere dying. 
The wet snow soaked into their 
padded clothing and made it im- 
po.ssible to start fires to dry them ­ 
selves.
